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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
examiner informed Mr. Caldwell that the Declaration is sufficient to overcome the prior art rejections. However, upon 
reviewing the specification, the claimed "spots contining capture solutions" is not enabled by the specification because 
an array would not contain "solution" but also because the specification only teaches "DNA". Therefore, the 
specification is only enableing for one type of capture molecules i.e. DNA. Mr. Caldwell stated that he would contact 
the applicant and respond by 14 January. Mr. Caldwell responded on the 15th of January by agreeing to the 
suggested amendments. ..
